— Tuesday Avill mark 
the vviiul up of wliat will g<» <l.>wii in racing his- 
t«*ry as one of the b«*sl winter meetings held any- 
where in this country. The splendid rc'sults 
aehievc'd is clue to the full c*o-operati.»n of the 
horsemen with the ofUc.ials in c-harge of the racing 
and the kc*en c*ffc»rts of all connec ted with the Itusi- 
nc*ss Men’s Uacing Association. To Joseph A. Mur- 
phy nmcli cTeciit is due for the lirni supc*rvi‘ion 
over the sport and his able management «*f track 
anrairs. To presidemt Iteiiny.son and his executive 
board is due much praise for their assistanc*e in 
stec*ring the racing craft edear of snags ami shoals. 
To steward CamplMdl, Jc«aii IVarc-c*. .M. Michaelis, 
A. li. Ix.-tellic*r, John Dillon and T. J. Virgin much 
praise* is given for their labors before the t»i)ening 
and during the pc*riod that racing went on. 

The majority cd the* people? of New Orleans are 
for racing, bur this by no means signlties that it 
did not lind opi.Misition in sonic* cpiarters and a 
••omertcMl c*nori on the* part of the opposition was 
inungnratecl toevards the* close of the im*eting. Tin* 
mattc*r was put hc*fnre the grand jury and it began 
an c*xhaiistive invc*stigation of complaints that the 
Lc»cke Law was being vhdated in tlie Palm Carden. 
Tlic*ir report of “.No true hill’’ was in line with 
two fornicT rc*isn-ts of similar ciiaraeter by two 
l»revioijs grand juries that investigated c-ouditlons 
Jjisl yc*ar. The tiuding of the grand jury was 
plc*asing to tnrfdom at large and it is supposed that 
Jic*rc*after the c>!>iH»iic*nts of rac-iug will accept the 
ve rdict aim crease their ac tivities. 

The attc'iidaiiec* at the Fair tiroiinds sinc*e the l»e- 
ginuing of the Mardi Cras seas<m has hc*eu stu- 
jic*nduus. That of Saturday. Martin Kehrman clay, 
ill honor of the* popular mayor of Nc*w th leans, 
who lias h**en racing’s ciiicf and staunchest snp- 
|iortc*r. will go down as a record in point of attend- 
ancH? fcjr the niCH*ting. 'Hiat the raeing has given 
tlie c*ity a great impcdiis is c-onc-c*dc*cL evc*n hy taosc? 
hostile to the sjawt, and the husim*ss intc*rests of 
the* C'oinmitnlty are for a c-ontinuance of the port, 
undc*r present esmditions. i^losc* ohsc*rvers. liow- 
evc*r, hc*llc*ve that it would 1 m* for the* best intc*rest 
If a law eohld be enaetc*cl at the Louisiana legisla- 
tive session next May, that would insure the simrt 
from fnrtlicT attaeks hy those who do not favor 
racing. 

From a financial rtandpoint the meeting has ex- 
oc‘c*dc*cl expc*c*tations of the management and a more 
I'heral i»oiicy will no donht Ik* piirsnc*cl with horsc*- 
meii nc*xt winlc*r. for it is almost certain that 
purses will he c-onsiderahly increasc*d over what 
tlic*y were. 

One of the big bcnelic-iarios of the racing will 
lie the t’harity llcspital. whieh will rec-eive hand- 
some sums from tin* “At Tlie I*.»st IVrformaneo” 
and from the pr‘*c-c*c*ds of the* racing clays on .March 
1’ and There were large attendances at the 

track on Imth these days inednding the most dis- 
liiignishecl persons in the city ami state. 

'I'lms far three* stakc*s have Iieen decided and the 
meeting will end with the running of the New 
Orleans Fup Ilandic*a|». a $L’.OiiO fixture for thrt*e- 
.vear-olcls and <»ver. at a mile and a cpiarter. llie 
ytakc*s which have hc*c*n clecich*cl to date have clemcai- 
strnted that Mariv.n Cooshy. if he retains his 

jtresent form, will take a lot of heating in the 

stakes for hor.ses in the older ilivision on the* Keii- 
tijc-ky circuit next spring. 

'I'lie tlecision of tJeoigc* Wingfic*ld. owner of the 
Nevada Stoek Furni Stable, to put Skeer Fac*e in 
the Kentucky Derby was not nnexpc*cted by those 
Avho saw the* horse* race hc'rc* and. with lM*tter 
riding than he* rc*ceived in his racc*s at the Fair 

Cronnds. he would midoiibt«*dly have won more 
nionc*y for ids <»wm>r. lie* has a terrific* burst of 

speed, as be demonstrated lien* on one* cx*casion 
vlic*ii be w.-is left at the post in a mile and twenty 
Aards rac*e and was in front passing the seven- 
••ighths post, and on another time*. whc*n he* jumped 
n fence, ran away among a row of slahlc*s and 
then finished third, heing hc*aten less than a length 
for all of the money. . , , . . 

For runups and claims the local meeting is 
fretting a rec*crd. as in tin* first fifty-two days of 
raeing there were, hy actual emunt, thirty-seven 
liorses advanc-eil ovc*r their c*nten*d pricc*s .and more 
than half a handrc*d changc*d hands hy the claim- 
5iig route. ... . . , • 

Opinion here has lK*c*n muc*h dividc*d as to which is 
ihe bc*st sprinter. Fan Zaretit or liringhurst. Fan 
y.arc'la had shown to c*xc*ellent advantage liero this 
winter. l>iit not any liettcr tliaii Dringhnrst, and the* 
oidv lime thc*y met »M*fore tin* latter linished in front 
of her. iM.th' being boateii by .f. J. Lillis in the 
track rc*«*«»rd time of 1:12. Dringhurst came bac*k 

and cMpiallt*!! th** J. J. Lillis’ mark for thrc*c*-cpiart- 
ors and. t.» make his victory more impressive*, he 
tarried i:u pounds and uon in c*asy fashion.

Management Decides Best Interests of Sport Will 
Be Served by Ending Meeting at Scheduled Time 
— Lack of HU)rses Only Drawback. 



Havana, Cuba, March 5. — Tlie winter meeting of 
the Ciiba-Americ*aii Jockey Clnh is entering on its 
last lap and in two w«*eks will be a thing of the* 
past. The meeting is schc*dulc*d to close March 19, 
whc*n there will have he<*n eight.v-tw’o days of con- 
tinuous racing. The ninnagc*ment has kept t*vc*ry 
promise made to the horsemen, the attendance has 
shown a liig inc*rease c>ver last season, there w*as a 
wonderful improvement in track c-onditions over the 
inaugural seascai and the outlook for future meetings 
is iiarticularly bright. 

Evc*ryone liere agrees that this is the greatest 
wintcT climate in the world. Some few hors4*s 
came here with fever c*ontracted in Maryland. Four 
or five cli(*d, but the otliers recovered. Not a single* 
horse contraeted sickness here, which speaks for 
its€‘lf as to the healthfulness of the place. Tliere 
has l»ec*n a shortage of horses this season, which 
aflf»*ctc‘d the sport some. This seems strange in 
view of iJie lilH*ral piirsc*s offernl here and the op- 
jMirtunity of winning with ordinary material. The 
c*oiitiniiaI rain that fell last winter, coupled with the 
l»ad track eonclit ions. servc*d to keep hc>rseiiic*n away. 
This winter the* wc*.*ither has lM*eii simply delightful 
and the track, although at times a little h.ard, has 
hec*n In good shape*. 'I'liose who brought mud run- 
ners here* wen? at a disadvantage. Next season it 
is expc*c*tecl that there will lie more horses here. 
Many of those* who raced here this winter have al- 
rc*aciy s{>oken for stalls for next season and several 
iiniiortant eastern stables are also looked for. 

The officials have ruled with a firm hand, hut 
everybody has received a good scjiiare deal. There 
has been no favoritism, the one hor.se owner being 
given as nuich consideration a.s the big Bedwell and 
Livingston establisbment.s. The racing has been 
partic'iibirly clean and those who showed a tendency 
to stray liave either been warned away or deuic*cl 
privileges. JcK?key Turner’s c*ase was the only one 
in whic*h extreme action was taken and that rider 
took ills punishment with bad taste. Turner is still 
I here and threatens action against the chib if not 
restored to gocal standing. 

Tlie officials will sc*atter at the conclusion of the 
meeting. C. J. Fitzgerald goes to Havre de Grace 
to assume the position of steward and James Mil- 
ton, who has bec*n doing the starting here, will act 
in the same capacity at Havre de Grace. Martin 
Nathanson goc*s to Chicago and Judge P. A. Brady 
goes to Jacksonville. Alfred T. Dolison wrill take iu 
the spring meetings in Maryland and the early 
meetings in Kentiieky. He will again act as pre- 
siding steward and judge on tracks of the far wc*st. 
Mr. Dobson is an ac*tive official. This was his first 
season iu Cuba and he became popular with b<»th 
racegoers and horsemen. 

A petition was pi’esented by the horsemen to the 
club asking for an extension of one week, but the 
management, after considering their request, deenicil 
it Itest to close on the date advertise<L This means 
that the meeting will close March 19. A majority 
of the stables will ship direct to Baltimore. Some 
will go to Kentucky and several to Hot Springs. 
Among those who have either left or will go to the 
Arkansas track are W. B. .Mitchell, R. J. Powers, 
J. J. Rus.sell, W. C. Weant, .1. Gwinley, A. L. 
Denny, G. H. Keene, J. O. Burttschell, Ernest 
George and G. W. J. BisselL 

Close to $150,000 was distributed among the horse- 
men during the first sixty-four days of racing at 
Oriental Park. Of this amount H. G. Bedw’ell won 
over ten per cent, of the purses. J. W. Hedrick won 
over $5,JK)0 and two other owners. J. W. Goldblatt 
and E. K. Bryson, over $4,o00. The Jefferstm lav- 
iugstou stable won cb^se to $3,000. Forty-seven 
stables earuetl over $1,000. The leading wiimers 
are: H. G. Btxiwell, $15,170; Maryland Stable Co.. 
$5,075; E. K. Bryson, $4.4.50: J. W. Gcddblatt,

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

The offieial statement issued by tlie war otliee at 

iiris late Saturday night was as follows: In the 

region of Verdun violent boinbardiiieiit has lH*eii in 
progre.ss all day on the left bank of the Meuse 
at hill .304 and C^ite de I'Oie. On the right bank 
tile enemy, after an intense boinlwirdniont diroeted 
on the Haiidreniont wooil east of Cote du Poivre, 
launelied against our positions an attack, which 
was stopped by our machine gun and infantry fire. 
In the iiioniiiig the (tennans had sneeeeiled in again 
gaining a foothold in the village of Donanmont, 
from which we had driven them last evening by 
a eouiiler attack. The struggle continues desper- 
ately, with alternative advance and recoil, for the 
IHissession of the village. In the Woevre Jhere has 
been less activity on the part of the artillery. 
In .\rtois an attack by the enemy with the object 
of driving us from the crater which we occupy near 
the road from Nenville to La Folio was repulsed. 
In the .\rgoiiue we cannonaded the (iennaii organiza- 
tions in the region to tlie southeast of Vaiiquois 
and demolished several shelters. In Rirraine. in 
the region of the immuIs of Thiaville, after ar- 
tillery preparation we carritnl .several sections of an 
enemy trench. About sixty prisoners were taken, 
iiicliidiug one officer. Two machine guns and one 
bomb thrower also remain iu our hands. 

John Yussuf, the former Greek consul at Monastir 
conttnned reports of the mistreatment of Dr. Henry 
Forbes, Mrs. .Mildred Farwell, and .Miss .Mitclioll by 
Bulgarian soldiers, when he arrived at .\thens carry- 
ing a message to (iarrett Droppers. I’nited States 
minister to Greece, from the three interned Aineri- 
eaiis, in which the.v begged that the state depart- 
ment make efforts to obtain their release. Accord- 
ing to Ynssiif, the three were ordered to go to 
Sofia from Monastir on February 9. He reported 
that Dr. Forbes was ill .and that all thi€*<* had 
undergone so many hardships that they were most 
anxious to leave Bulgaria. 

New' iiidietineiits charging a conspiracy against 
the king of Great Britain plotted in San Fraiieisi*o 
were returned Saturday by the federal grand jury 
against I-Yaiiz Dropp, German consul general, and 
six others. Tliey were substitutes for a similar 
indictment rendered invalid Friday night by 
Judge Maurice T. Dooling in the United States 
District court sustained deimirrers against it. 

Ylrs. Fred A .Busse, wife of the former mayor, 
is to lie given a $1,560 clerkship in the city law 
department. ’Flie imsition was especially created 
for .Mrs. Busse Saturday by the council finance 
1‘onimittee. Corporation Counstd Ettelsoii said he 
approved the action of the eoiiimittee and would 
find work for her to do. 



The four New York gunmen who robbed tlie 
YVasliiiigton Bark National Bank of $15 ,immi under 
the leadership of Eddie .Mack were found guilty by 
the jnr.v in Judge Barrett's court.

and there kill or maim the persons so rohlied."’ 
33ie juiiiishnieiit is one year to life in the peniten- 
tiary. Judge Barrett will fix the term of jears 
eacii must serve.

ing completion were taken up Tliursday l»y City 
(’omi)troller Eugene R. Pike, in eonfereiiee witli 
Col. W. V. .Tndsoii.

tlian 406.6U6 projectiles. The total tired now ex- 
ceeds 3,000,006. 

Twenty persons were killed and mnn.v injured 
by a violent explosion in a iiianiifaetiiriiig estali- 
lisliment at La Coiirneuve, a suburb of Paris, 
yesterday morning. 

A Central News dispatch from Saloniki states 
that fighting has broken out between Itulgariaiis 
and (ireeks near Matzikono, the Bulgarians making 
the first attack.
